Play  It  Cool  And  Live

Editor's  Note:  This  Is  the  first  of  a three  part  series  on  winter  safety. 

The  beginning  of  1966 — if  future  follow's  past — will  bring 
new  resolutions  and  unpaid  bills. 

Unpaid  bills  are  seldom  nice ; however,  they  lose  all  sem- 
blance of  delight  when  a hospital  or  mortuary  sends  them. 

Kind  of  grim  perhaps,  but  just  as  surely  as  you  are 
reading  this  newspaper,  some  BYU  students  will  be  dead  or 
seriously  injured  by  the  time  the  Christmas  Holidays  are 
over. 

Since  many  of  these  accidents  will  occur  in  cars — some 
attention  to  one’s  automobile  might  lessen  the  chances  of  a 
mishap  on  the  highway. 

The  Utah  Safety  Council  has  prepared  a checklist  for 
“winterizing”  your  car  and  making  it  safer  to  drive : 

1.  ANTI-FREEZE.  Flush  the  cooling  system  and  check 
radiator  and  hoses.  Put  in  the  recommended  amount  of  anti- 
freeze (in  Utah  at  least  to  20  degrees  below  zero). 

2.  TIRES.  Don't  wait  until  the  first  six-inch  snowfall 
to  have  your  snow  tires  installed. 

-S.  WINDSHIELD  WIPERS.  Be  sure  that  the  rubber  on 
your  wiper  blades  has  not  become  worn  or  brittle.  Have  the 
arm  pressure  adjusted  to  one  ounce  for  each  inch  of  blade 
length  in  order  to  scrape  off  wet  snow'  or  sleet. 

4.  DEFROSTER,  The  defroster  should  keep  your  wind- 
shield clear  of  fog  and  should  be  capable  of  melting  ice  in  a 
short  time. 

5.  CHAINS.  A set  of  reinforced  tire  chains  in  the  trunk 
of  the  car  is  extra  insurance  against  getting  stuck  when  the 
first  big  snow  hits. 

6.  LIGHTS.  When  you  check  your  headlights  also  check 
your  tail  lights,  brake  lights  and  turn  signals. 

7.  MUFFLER.  A muffler  and  exhaust  system  in  good 
condition  is  especially  important  during  cold  weather  when 
car  windows  are  closed  much  of  the  time.  Make  sure  that  no 
exhaust  is  getting  through  the  heating  system.  A muffler 
does  not  have  to  be  noisy  to  leak.  At  least  one  window  should 
be  open  for  proper  ventilation. 


Memorial  Scholarship  Fund

divided  into  six  separate  chapters. 
The  on-campus  chapter  was  the 
founding  organization. 

More  than  150  members  in  five 
cities  belong  to  the  remaining 
chapters  which  have  been  organiz- 
ed during  the  past  year  and  a 
half. 

DR.  ROGER  PARKINSON,  kill- 
ed in  the  air  crash,  was  president 
of  the  combined  national  organiza- 
tion. 

On  Dec.  4,  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  National  Cougar  Club  met  to 
elect  Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  Jr., 
as  the  new  national  president. 


Johnson  Thanks  BYU 

President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson 
has  thanked  the  students  of  BYU 
for  writing  him  about  the  "Ope- 
ration Christmas  Card"  project, 
according  to  Darryl  Harris,  AS- 
BYU  secretary. 

The  letter  came  through  Phil 
G.  Goulding,  acting  assistant 
secretary  to  President  Johnson, 
it  said,  "We  have  never  doubted 
that  a strong  majority  of  the 
American  people  understand  and 
support  the  U.S.  effort  in  Viet 
Nam. 

"The  heartening  knowledge  of 
tangible  support,  such  as  your 
organization  is  making,  will  be  a 
source  of  continuing  comfort  and 
encouragement — not  only  to  the 
President  but  to  all  those  who 
are  in  the  midst  of  the  present 
conflict,"  the  letter  said. 


THE  NATIONAL  organization 
contributed  $14,000  to  the  BYU  ath- 
letic fund  last  year.  They  are  ex- 
pected to  double  that  figure  this 
year,  said  Clark  Christensen,  BYU 
chapter  vice  president. 


Happy  Cluff,  president  of  the 
Young  Men,  indicated  to  the  Daily 
Universe  late  Tuesday  that  he  had 
not  received  official  word  of  the 
Young  Men  suspension  from  the 
Inter-Organization  Council. 

"THE  IOC  indicated  Saturday 
that  we  would  be  temporarily  su- 
spended,” he  said,  “but  they  said 
they  would  send  us  official  notice 
in  the  form  of  a memo.  I have 
never  received  it,”  he  added. 

Cluff  said  that  the  “charges” 
mentioned  by  IOC  chief  Dave  Zap- 
pe  in  a Monday  Universe  Article 
were  “because  of  scheduling  pro- 
blems.” 

"THESE  WERE  only  slight  over- 
sights in  scheduling,  and  in  some 
cases  individual  rather  than  club 
actions,”  Cluff  explained. 

He  said  that  the  matter  may 
be  cleared  ud  by  the  time  the  IOC 
meets  on  Thursday,  paving  the 
way  for  an  IOC  decision  on  wheth- 
er the  suspension  will  be  continued.

The  34-member  choir,  composed 
of  Utah  Valley  residents,  will  be 
directed  by  Dr.  Ralph  Woodward 
at  Wednesday’s  performance  and 
by  Dr.  Ralph  Laycock  on  Thurs- 
day. Both  are  on  the  BYU  faculty. 

TICKETS  ARE  on  sale  at  the 
Fine  Arts  Ticket  Office.  A student- 
body  activity  card  must  be  present- 
ed for  each  ticket. 

Dr.  Woodward  said,  “These  per- 
formances of  “The  Messiah”  pro- 
mise a new  experience  for  listen- 
ers who  are  familiar  with  the 
work.” 

"IT  IS  CUSTOMARY  to  crowd 
as  many  singers  as  possible  into 
the  chorus  and  the  more  singers 
the  better  it  is  supposed  to  sound,” 
he  said.

“This  is  anything  but  a massive 
score;  the  original  orchestration 
is  crisp  and  light,  and  the  chorus 
used  by  Handel  was  smaller  than 
his  orchestra.

Dean  Explains  Lyteuw  Location 


With  its  normal  near  precision-like  regu- 
larity, the  question  has  again  been  raised, 
“Why  are  lyceums  lield  in  the  Fieldhouse 
instead  of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center  Con- 
cert Hall?’’ 

Because  of  its  frequency  and  the  seem- 
ing widespread  wonderment  as  to  its  ans- 
wer, the  question  needs  to  be  answered. 

Dr.  John  T.  Bernhard,  Dean  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Social  Sciences,  and  one  who  has  had 
considerable  experience  in  scheduling  of 
speakers  and  events  at  BYU,  said  the  rea- 
son lies  in  trying  to  out-guess  attendance. 

This  means  that  those  in  charge  of  the 
Community  Concert-BYU  Lyceum  series 
never  know  if  a particular  artist  will  draw 
many  people  or  few  people. 

Tlie  Concert  Hall  in  the  Harris  Fine 
Arts  Center  holds  a maximum  of  1451  peo- 
ple. But,  Dr.  Bei-nhard  said,  many  more 
people  than  that  attend  some  lyceums. 

Twice  last  year  the  Lyceum  committee 
scheduled  lyceums  for  the  Concert  Hall.  The 
artists  were  Daniel  Shafran,  Soviet  cellist, 
and  Phillipe  Entremont,  French  pianist. 
Both  times  the  crowd  overflowed  into  the 
aisles  and  many  people  had  to  stand. 

The  concerts  are  financed  50  percent  by 
the  Community  Concert  Association,  and 
many  members  of  that  group  who  had  to 
travel  distances  as  far  as  Salt  Lake  City 
' could  not  get  in. 

Edwin  Butterworth,  BYU  News  Bureau 
Director  and  a member  of  the  Lyceum  com- 
mittee, said  many  factors  contributed  to  the 
necessity  of  holding  lyceums  in  the  Field- 
house. 


First,  more  people  generally  want  to  at- 
tend the  lyceum  than  can  get  in  the  Concert 
Hall. 

Secondly,  since  the  artists  are  so  expen- 
sive, they  come  for  only  one  night.  If  the 
committee  could  afford  to  engage  the  ai'tist 
for  a series  of  performances,  the  crowd 
wishing  to  attend  could  be  spread  out  over 
several  nights,  as  is  done  in  the  case  of  stu- 
dent plays.  Instead,  it  has  to  be  a one  night 
stand.  . . , 

Third,  because  the  lyceums  are  a joint 
project  of  the  Provo  Community  Concert 
Association  and  the  BYU  Lyceum  commit- 
tee, room  must  be  made  for  townspeople  to 
attend.  , . , . 

Fourth,  because  of  the  high  quality  9f 
artists  that  perform  in  the  series,  the  music 
faculty  requires  its  students  to  attend,  thus 
increasing  the  size  of  the  audience. 

The  Lyceum  committee  and  the  Com- 
munity Concert  Association  have  been  suc- 
cessful in  bringing  the  most  outstanding 
musicians  to  Provo  and  BYU.  Probably  few 
schools  in  the  country  attract  such  an  out- 
standing array  of  talent,  thanks  to  the  fact 
tha  the  Communiy  Concert  Association  fur- 
nishes half  the  funds  to  bring  these  people. 

In  order  to  allow  all  who  would  like  to 
see  these  artists  to  do  so,  the  Lyceum  com- 
mittee has  decided  it  would  be  safer  to  hold 
the  concerts  in  the  Fieldhouse. 

It  seems  that  despite  all  the  magnificent 
facilities  on  the  BYU  campus,  there  is  yet 
a need  for  an  auditorium  where  a play  or 
concert  can  be  presented  before  large  num- 
bers of  people.

Four  archaeologists  were  elected 
to  positions  of  leadership  in  the 
Society  for  Early  Historical  Arch- 
aeology according  to  Dr.  Ross  T. 
Christensen,.  Society  general  sec- 
retary-treasurer and  BYU  archae- 
ology department  chairman. 

THE  SOCIETY  for  Early  Histor- 
ical Archaeology  was  formerly 
known  as  the  University  Archae- 
ological Society.  The  Society  is  an 
affiliate  of  the  BYU  Department 
of  Archaeology  and  is  a world- 
wide organization  specializing  in 
the  archaeology  of  the  scriptures. 
It  has  about  800  members. 

Virgil  V.  Peterson  of  Salt  Lake 
City  was  elected  president  of  the 
Society  for  a three-year  period  end- 
ing in  1968. 

MR.  PETERSON  graduated  from 
BYU  in  geology  in  1935,  and  has 
done  archaeological  reconnaissance 
in  the  State  of  Chihuahua,  Mexico, 
and  studied  anthropo-geo^aphy  at 
the  University  of  New  Mexico,  Al- 
buquerque. 

Dr.  Richard  L.  Anderson,  BYU 
professor  of  history  and  religion, 
was  elected  vice-president  of  the 
Society. 

Dr.  Anderson  is  a specialist  in 
New  Testament  subjects  and  is 
currently  engaged  in  research  for  a 
publication  on  the  original  witness- 
es of  the  Book  of  Mormon. 

M.  HARVEY  TAYLOR  of  Colonia 
Juarez,  Chihuahua.  Mexico,  was 
elected  to  the  post  of  general  offic- 
er.

It  rotates  on  its  axis  every 
three  minutes,  460  times  as  fast  as 
the  earth,  and  is  lilted  23  1/2  de- 
gress to  conform  with  the  earth’s 
axis  in  relationship  to  the  sun. 

LAND  AREAS,  which  are  in  re- 
lief, are  design^  by  color  to  in- 
dicate their  natural  plant  life.  Oli- 
ve-green areas  are  the  forests, 
grasslands,  and  other  highly  veget- 
ated areas;  brown-  tan  areas  de- 
note the  semi-arid  regions;  grey 
colors  indicate  tundra  areas;  and 
the  white  region  are  the  ice,  glac- 
ier, or  stone-covered  areas. 

Oceans  and  seas  are  shown  in 
varying  shades  of  blue;  the  darker 
blues  show  great  depth  and  grad- 
uate to  the  shallow  areas  indicated 
by  light  blues. 

MOUNTAINS  are  shown  with  the 
vertical  scale  being  forty  times  the 
horizontal  scale.  Without  this  40:1 
ratio  the  great  mountain  ranges 
like  the  Himalayas,  Rockies,  and 
Andes  would  appear  as  rolling  hills.
